Final Adjudications

20-C-047 - The Complainant’s complaint asserting claims unrelated to real estate brokerage against a
builder and contractors. KREC does not have jurisdiction over such individuals and
entities and is not the correct agency to hear the complaint. After being informed of this,
the Complainant requested withdrawal of the Complaint. The CRC Committee would
like to recommend to the full Commission to allow the Complainant to withdrawal the
complaint. Therefore, it is dismissed.

21-C-007 - The Complaint was not submitted on the required complaint form, signed or notarized.
Because it was filed anonymously, there is no way for the Commission to request
supplemental information which would be needed in this case. The Committee
recommends to the full Commission to dismiss the complaint.
